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HALF  OF  COMMERCIAL-STORED  WHEAT  TO  BE  MARKETED 
Farmers  storing  1946  wheat  in  elevators  and  warehouses  will  he  required 
to  sell  one-half  of  all  wheat  delivered  for  movement  into  trade  channels. 
Also,  one-half  of  all  the  wheat  bought  by  elevators  and  other  commercial 
operators  must  be  set-aside  for  sale  to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation* 
The  program  will  remain  in  effect  until  the  Government  has  enough  wheat 
from  the  1946  crop  to  cover  the  250  million  bushel  requirement  for  export 
to  famine-stricken  countries.    The  wheat  sales  order  is  in  effect  in  all 
states  north  of  the  Ohio  River  and  west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  except 
Wisconsin  and  Arizona,  and  in  Maryland,  Pennsylvania  and  New  York.    If  pro- 
ducers fail  to  obtain  prices  substantially  at  ceiling  from  the  elevators, 
the  order  authorizes  direct  sale  to  Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 

WHEAT  CONSERVATION 

In  a  memorandum  to  City  Famine  Emergency  Committees,  Walter  F.  Straub, 
Director  of  Emergency  Food  Program,  pointed  out  that  the  food  conservation 
drive  in  public  eating  places  has  not  been  as  successful  as  might  be  expect- 
ed.   In  an  effort  to  intensify  wheat  conservation  he  has  asked  the  committees 
to  meet  with  restaurant  managers  with  the  purpose  of  reaching  an  agreement 
to  serve  no  bread  or  wheat  products  except  upon  request. 

Price  Administrator,  Paul  A«  Porter,  has  paved  the  way  for  such  under- 
standing by  reaffirming  a  previous  OPA  action  by  permitting  restaurants  to 
reduce  or  eliminate  customary  servings  of  bread  or  other  wheat  products 
provided  they  display  a  list  of  the  items  with  reduced  portions  and  offer 
to  supply  a  normal  portion  upon  request. 
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PROHIBIT  FEED  "BAIT"  FOR  HOG  PURCHASES 
Soliciting  shipments  of  live  hogs  from  producers  by  offering  feeds  and 
feed  ingredients  as  an  inducement  has  been  prohibited  by  OPA.     The  action, 
effective  May  28,  prohibits  live  hog  buyers  from  offering  tankage,  protein 
supplements,  or  other  feeds  in  short  supply  as  a  means  for  live  hog 
slaughters  located  near  marketing  centers  to  divert  supplies  of  hogs  from 
slaughterers  and  other  buyers  situated  further  away.     These  activities 
have  created  shortages  In  areas  some  distance  away  from  the  markets  and 
have  tended  to  disrupt  the  normal  distribution  of  hogs. 

OPA  also  has  announced  two  other  minor  changes  to  the  live  hog  regu^ 
lations : 

(1)  Order  buyers  nov;  can  charge  for  transportation  of  hogs 
they  buy  on  the  same  basis  as  live  hog  dealers. 

(2)  A  farm  slaughterer  now  is  explicitly  definied  as  "a  person 
chiefly  engaged  in  producing  agricultural  products  as  the 
resident  operator  of  a  farm  and  who  does  not  sell  or  deliver 
meat  of  a  dressed  weight  in  excess  of  6,000  pounds  in  any 
twelve  consecutive  months." 

FAT  CONSERVATION  CAMPAIGN 

Civilian  collections  from  salvage*  fat  for  April  totaled  13,956,000  lbs. 
This  is  a  decline  from  March  figure  of  16,077,000  lbs.  but  a  widespread 
meat  shortage  and  the  fact  that  April  was  a  30  day  month  were  both  con- 
tributing factors. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  average  monthly  collections  for  the 
first  four  months  of  1946  were  40%  ahead  of  average  monthly  collections 
for  the  last  six  months  during  which  points  were  paid  for  used  fats. 


NEW  FARM  MACHINERY  FOR  VETERANS 

403  certificates  for  new  farm  machinery  and  equipment  were  filed  by 
New  Mexico  veterans  through  May  20  -  89  certificates  were  reported  as  being 
satisfied.     Chief  reason  why  veterans  were  not  able  to  obtain  machinery  was 
the  general  low  level  production  of  farm  machinery  which  was  partly  attribut- 
ed to  work  stoppages,  lack  of  coal  and  raw  material. 

Production  of  dairy,  barnyard  and  irrigation  equipment  windmills  and 
piwnps  were  among  the  items  which  showed  an  increase  in  production. 

Decreases  were  shown  in  the  production  of  tractors,  plowing,  seeding^ 
cultivating  and  fertilizing  equipment.     Production  of  repair  parts  was  not 
adequate  but  parts  available  did  greatly  assist  farmers  who  were  not  able 
to  obtain  new  equipment. 

Possibility  of  reaching  the  estimate  of  minimum  needs  for  this  year  are 
remote*  however,  final  settlement  of  labor  difficulties  will  improve  pro- 
duction considerably  during  the  last  half  of  1S46. 

BONUS  yjHEAT 

Over  100,000  bu.  of  Not;  Mexico  wheat  has  been  moved  to  elevators  under 
the  30^  bonus  plan,  according  to  latest  reports.    Final  tabulation  of  sales 
Tvill  probably  result  in  a  total  of  120,000  bu«  being  moved  as  of  May  25. 
National  figures  reveal  that  a  total  of  43,397,620  bu.  have  been  delivered 
under  the  bonus  plan  through  May  16.     This  was  an  increase  of  20  million 
bu.  in  one  week. 

10  PERCENT  PROTEIN  SET-ASIDE  FOR  JUNE 
Processors  will  be  required  to  set-aside  10  percent  of  their  June  pro- 
duction of  soybean,  cottonseed,  linseed,  and  peanut  meal,  the  same  percent- 
age as  in  May.    Processors  are  instructed  to  ship  the  set-aside  meal  through 
regular  trade  channels  for  use  in  designated  States  which  are  short  of  their 
fair  share  of  meal*     Shipments  directed  from  January  21  through  May  31  total 


CEILINGS  RAISED  ON  CITRUS  FRUITS 
Maximum  prices  for  oranges,  grapefruit,  lemons,  and  tangerines  have 
been  increased  by  amounts  ranging  from  6  to  26  cents  a  standard  box,  f.o.b* 
shipping  point,  OPA  has  announcedt    Increases  are  allowed  because  of  high- 
er costs  of  harvesting,  packing,  and  other  factors  in  loading  citurs  fruits 
on  cars.    Since  retailers  round  their  prices  to  the  nearest  cent,  this 
action  will  increase  retail  prices  for  citrus  fruit  by  1  cent  a  pound  in 
some  stores*    In  others,  there  will  be  no  price  increase. 

FARM  mm  SEORTS 


War  Food  Orders  on  set-aside  of  beef,  veal,  mutton,  pork  and  pork  pro- 
ducts have  been  amended  to  require  slaughterers  to  make  up  deficits  in 
deliveries  of  set-aside  meats  end  lard,  so  relief  feeding  may  be  speeded* 

Shipment  of  wheat  from  American  farms  to  famine-ridden  nations  abroad 
during  the  next  30  days  will  be  the  greatest  movement  of  a  single  commodity 
in  the  worW'a  history,  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Clinton  P.  Anderson  has 
predicted.
